Mr. F. G.^^Layton, Wisconsin Rapids, IVisconsln, called at 
the Chicago Division office, at which time he was interviewed hy 
Special Agent V. Peterson of this office. Mr. Layton furnished 
information concerning this case a few days ago, which resulted in 
investigation by Agents of the Division at Wisconsin Rapids, Wls. 

Kr.Layton was oilte perturbed over a newspaper article 
which appefcred in a local Visconsin Rapids paper, which reflected 
unfavorably upon him. He stated that he had provided the informa- 
tion in question in good faith, and that it was accepted as such by 
me, after *flhicb investigation was conducted by Agents t^dela, Rhodes, 
Melvin, Surran and Inspector W, A. Rorer. After it was determined 
that the information which he provided was not founded on fact, he 
found thet he was possibly provided with the erroneous infc^rmatlon 
by a pr^cticel Joker. Mr. Layton desired thet a letter be directed 
by me to the local paper in Wisconsin Rapids, advising the editor 
of said paper that he had acted in good faith in furnishing the In- 
formation to the Chicago Division office. Mr. Layton advised that, 
he has perfoimed investigative work for some of the most prominent 
attorneys In that part of the country, and that his future has been 
r.-ined because of the recent unfavorable newspaper article. 



Mr*Layton was advised thet the Division was in no way 
responsible for the unfavorable article, and that it would be impossible 
for a letter to be directed to the local paper in his behalf. He was 
of course infoimed , that the Division appreciated the information 
Which he had ftimished, and that there was no ill feeling because it 
developed that same had no bearing on the Dillinger ease.
